The women and 


children were given first places In 
the boats, all the men .standing aside 
until they had been provided for. The 
last boats leaving the steamer con- 
talne dthe officers and crew. 


All were Just fairly well tinder way 


when the water reached the hollers 
and they exploded. 
The vessel trem- 


bled as in death agony and then dis- 
appeared under the waters. 


"While most of the Waesland's boats 


reached' the Hermonldes easily, one 
took a wrong cotirs'e In the fog and 
it was two hours before It could be 
found and picked up. 
Another was 


swamped, but was righted and all the 
occupants resetted.

passengers will be forwarded by the 
steamer Nordland next Wednesday.
